The Everglades Drainage Board 
has leased for a term of two years, 
it was announced today, from the 
Arundel corperation of Baltimore, 
the rock digging dipper dredge, 
Governor Herrick for work on St. 
Lucie canal and other ‘canals. of 
Everglades district. The - dredge 
will be especially fitted for work on 
St. Lucie canal, the principal con-

There is dand in Palm Beach» county 
that is of good soil character but will 
not likely be worth ten) years taxes be- 
cause the owners won't develop it. 

^A group of enterprising men can buy 
a ‘section of poor and. badly located 
land at $25 an aere and sell it at $250 
an acre and their buyers can make 
money on it, if the buyers put $10 to 
$25 an acre more into it and bring 
about the building of roads or a bridge 
Of a levee system. Another. man can 
buy at $400 an acr nd of better soil 
quality in better locatikn than the first 
and sell it at the inal price and 
cause buyers under ‘him to lose mony. 

The South Florida climate is such 
that any land, however poor is the ‘soil, 
can be made to yield a good return to 
its owner if it is.so located that its 
occupant can get to it and its products 
can be gotten out. 

There isn't a country in the world 
where roads are as important in creat- 
ing values as in South Florida.

A good friend of this paper read last 
"week in this department the paragraph 
that is printed below ky spoke to us 
about it: ` 
"The bank of West Palm Beach 
canal has been raised, and when punfps 
of enlarged Pelican Lake district have 
been put in, all of the territory around 
Cahal Point will be safeguarded against 
flood, Why do not the Pahokee people 
arrange for an extension of boundary 
of Pahokee drainage district and ‘the 
construction of'a levee on the lake 
front and the installation of a pumping 
plant to take care of surplus water? 

He said: 

"Have you forgotten that we Paho- 
keé people were the first to organize a 
district and provide for a pumping 
plant?" 

Our friend's question shows ihat our 
idea was not well stated and therefore 
wes misread and misunderstood. What 
we suggested was that the people of 
the town of Pahokee—not of the drain- 
age district—arrange for a dike on the 
lake front of the town ang the installa- 
tion of a pumping plant. The : town's 
system would be separate from the. dis- 
trict system, unless the boundary of 
Pahokee drainage district was extend- 
ed. 


If sewage cannot be run into the lake 
it will have to be sun into septic tanks 
ently it cannot be run into 
the lake in its original raw condition. 
But it can be run into the lake after it 
has been treated in a septic tank. After 
the treatment in the tank it.can the 
be transferred to the lake, but it will 
have to be pumped out of the tank. 

We repeat the statement many times 
made in these columns; Disposal of 
sewage’ in communities in the Ever- 
glades is not a-difficult matter.

Specifications for streets in-the 
cer Investment Company's subdivision 
at Canal Point have been prepared and 
còpies have been given out to. con- 
tractors who may bid on the work. 
Specifications have also been made for 
sidewalks, it is understood. The spec- 
ifications were made up by Ward Ran- 
dolph of Lake Worth, engineer for the 
company.
